On his sister's death after 
payment of the charitable legacies to the in- 
stitutions and organisations mentioned, he 
devised and bequeathed the net residue of his 
property upon trust for such of the charitable 
institutions mentioned in the city and county 
of Dublin as his trustees and executors (Miss 
Mary O'Connor and Mr. Jos, McDermott, 
solicitor) might select. By her will, having 
exercised the power of selection jointly with 
Mr. MeDermott refrered to in her brother's 
will, Mise O'Connor directed that the reat 
and personal estate which had thus passed to 
her as heiress-at-law should on her death be 
realised and equally divided between the tweive 
charitable and religious communities and organ- 
isations named in her brother's will; and as to 
the residue of her own real and personal pro- 
perty at the time of her death, or which she 
held in her own right as heiress-at-law, she 
willed and bequeathed the same in equal shares 
to the charitable and religious communities 
named in her brother's will, 

It was contended on behalf of the Attorney- 
General that as the estate or interest im ian 
was to be converted into money, and as euch 
came into the hands of the heiress-at-law, the 
validity of the charitable gifts could not be 
questioned ; while, on the other hand, it was 
submitted on behalf of the next of kin that 
the statutory objection under the Mortmam 
Acts could not be met under the circumstances 
by the conversion of the property into cash.

OWNERSHIP OF A COUNTY MEATH FARM.— 
In the Chancery Division, before the Master of 
the Kolls, in the case of Mrs. Julia McKeown, Bal- 
reask, Navan, v. Patrick Dillon, Oldtown, Navan, 
and Bernard Dillon, Stackalien, County Meath. 
Mi (iverend, AN... with whom Was Mr 
McCutcheon (instructed by Messrs. Thomas Gerrard 
and €o.), for the plaintiff, stated that the parties 
were sister and brothers, and had become entitied 
as uextot-kin of their father, Philip Dillon, w 
undivided interests in a farm of land at Oldtown 
County Meath, coutainng 46 acres 2 roods 16 
perches, of which their father had been yearly 
tenant. After. the death of the father in 1901 his 
widow, Mrs. Catherine Dillon, continued to resid 
on the farm with the plaintiff and defendants and 
another child named Bridget. During this perwd 
the mother bought out under the Land Purchase 
Acts, and the farm was vested in her in 1908, and 
subsequently she was registered owner in -fee- 
simple subject to equities. She died in 1917, hav- 
ing by her will bequeathed the whole of her pro 
perty to her son, Patrick Dillon, whom she ap- 
pointed sole executor. The plaintiff claimed now 
that the interest acquired by the mother was 
acquired by her as trustee for the nextof-kin ol 
her husband, and that certain of the children, having 
left the farm many years ago, had now lost ther 
rights, and that Patrick, who admittedly was legal 
owner of the farm under his mother’s will, he ld it 
upon trust for himself and the other children whose 
righta were still existing Mr. Wilson, K.C., with 
whom was Mr. Murhachan (instructed by Mr. 
Patrick Mooney), appeared for Patrick Dillon, 
and said that it was clear the plaintiff was entitled 
to some undivided interest, and to that extent his 
client as a trustee There was, however, con- 
siderable doubt as to the precise share to which 
ene was entitled, and accordingly it would be 
necessary to have an inquiry. He was willing that 
the Court should make an order deciaring that 
Patrick Dillon was a trustee of the farm for the 
persons found to be beneficially entitled, and re- 
ferring the matter to the Chief Clerk to imaquire 
who these persons were. The Master of the Kolls 
made an order to this effect, and reserved the 
question of costs for further consideration. - 

MANAGEMENT OF ARKLOW SCHOONER.— 
In the Chancery Division, before Mr. Justice Powell, 
in the case of George Philpot, of Arklow, County 
Wicklow, and of Merton, Chariton Lane, Uhelten- 
ham, Fngland, v. Mre Letitia Tyrrell, of Arklow, Mr

France 
may be right on all these matters of high 
importance and Britain may be wrong.

According to the latest returns the 
number built, building, or ¢ontained in 
approved tenders is 176,000, and these 
represent an annual drain on the Ex- 
chequer of about £10,000,000. Private 
builders have erected 23,006 houses 
during the past two years in accordance 
with the Government's specifications, and 
they are entitled to a subsidy of 
£5,000,000. Houses are needed urgently, 
but they can be bought at too great a 
price. The Cabinet has faced the 
situation squarely, and Dr. Addison’s 
ill-conceived schemes have been dropped. 
The gist of Sir Alfred Mond's state- 
ment was that during the year 
no further contracts could be sanctioned. 
The houses in the course of con- 
struction completed, Lut the 
Government's liabilities cannot be ex- 
tended. Subsidies would not be given to 
private builders except in cases where 
the work was started before the Ist inst. 
A slight concession, however, would be 
made to local authorities that are en- 
deavouring to grapple with the slum evil. 
A sum of £200,000 would be voted to 
meet deficiencies in their accounts, and 
would be granted yearly so long as the 
loans raised for the purpose remained 
unredeemed. Drastic economies like 
these are bonnd to produce a host of 
dificulties. What, for instance, will be 
done with all the money that has been 
subscribed for housing bonds? Some 
local authorities have the cash on deposit 
with their bankers and get four per cent. 
for it; but it cannot remain idle. Sir 
Alfred Mond was unable to answer all 
the supplementary questions which were 
hurled at him ; but, no doubt, he has made 
arrangements to extricate local authorities 
from most of the difficulties that will 
arise. Dr. Addison had the painful ex- 
perience of listening to the -death 
sentence on his plans, and at the close of 
his successor’s speech he obtained the 
leave of the House to make a personal 
statement. He alleged that the Govern- 
ment had broken its pledges to the 
people and said that, as a protest, he had 
resigned from the Cabinet. No person 
will regret his departure. His earnest 
desire to promote the health and happi- 
ness of the people cannot be doubted ; but 
he never was fitted to direct the affairs 
of a great department of State. His 
statement was the final proof of that fact. 
It misrepresented the position in many 
important respects and showed that he 
was incapable of realising that economy 
in public expenditure had become not 
merely desirable, but essential. The 
building programmes already in hands 
will keep all the available labour fully 
employed for at least twelve months, and 
at the end of that time it is possible that 
charges may have fallen to the level at 
which houses can be built at an economic 
price. Dr. Addison’s scheme of building 
at the expense of the ratepayer and the 
taxpayer was one of the factors which 
raised the cost of labour and material fo 
such a high figure.

A few days ago the steamer Craigrownie 
was approached by a large ship, which en- 
cireled it and then departed without 
showing navigation lights or paying any 
attention to signals. Half a dozen small 
ships have disappeared in this region of 
late and it is feared that they -have 
become the pirates’ prey. The Navy has 
been asked to furnish patrols of sea- 
planes:- The official theory is that the 
mysterious ships are being run by Bol- 
shevist crews have mutinied and 
seized their vessels. It is supported by 
the fact of an epidemic of mutinies on 
board American vessels during recent 
weeks. If the theory is true. the Bol- 
shevist pirates still have something to 
learn from the shades of Kidd and 
Teach; for, last week. they made a bad 
blunder. The Munson liner Callao 
reached New York on Tuesday, having 
been out of touch with her owners 
for some days owing to the failure of her 
wireless apparatus. They had been very 
anxious, since another of the company s 
ships had sighted a sinister stranger in 
the waters where the Callao was known 
to be. She arrived safely, however, and 
landed £1,000,000 in gold from her strong- 
room.

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TRAINING OF EX-SERVICE 
MEN. 
áriiroisnúiÚiioiramúgaút 
MEETING OF DUBLIN SELECTIVE 
COMMITTEE. 


The monthly meeting of the Dublin Selective 
Committee was held in the offices of the Ap- 
pointments and Training Branch of the Ministry 
of Labour, 65 Merrion square, on the 12th inst.., 
Mr. W. Kaye-Parry, M.A., B.E., F.R.J.B.A., pre- 
siding. Mr. Gordon Campbell, Secretary, Irish 
Department, Ministry of Labour, was also in 
attendance. 

The report: of the work of the various sections 
of the branch in connection with the re-settle- 
ment of ex-Service men in civil life were sub- 
mitted to the meeting and adopted. In [reland, 
on the 30th June last, there were 1,091 ex-officers 
and men in training for professional and busi- 
ness careers, and 741 had _ satisfactorily 
completed traming. At the recent Intermediate 
examination of the Incorporated Law Society of 
Ireland, held on the 23rd June, six trainees pre- 
sented themselves for examination, al! of whom 
were successful, 

The provision of training vacancies under the 
business training scheme is now of great urgency 
as no applicant can be placed in training after 
the 3ist of August next. Employers who have 
suitable vacancies are, therefore, urged to 
notify them at ohce to the director. 

In the three Southe#h Provinces the number 
of men in training under the industrial train- 
ing scheme is 768, of whom 102 are young fit men, 
and the remaining 666 are men in receipt of 
disability pension, certified as being unfit on 
account of wounds or ill-health to resume their 
pre-war cecupation, or, at any rate, unfit to 
resume it without diminution of earning capa- 
city. The aim of training for such men is to 
give them an occupation which they may carry 
on in epite of their disability, and to ensure that 
the occupation for which a man is trained 
is one in which he can work with profit, and 
for which he is physically suitable, requires a 
great deal of care. During the past six month: 
a sysiem of interviewing panels has been built 
up, the members of which are representatives 
of various trades. With the advice of these 
panels it is believed that the allotting of men 
to various occupations has been satisfactory, 
both as to physical suitability and as to pros- 
pects of subsequent employment. Of the 768 
men in training, rovghly 170 are at the Tipper- 
ary Training 
tions, which include classes in rural handicrafts, 
harness-making and black-smithing at the Clon- 
mel Technical Institute. Almost are being 
trained with private employers in their work- 
shops or gardens. 

It is possible for the branch to arrange terms 
for training in employers’ workshops in almost 
any trade, and employers who are in a position 
to give traiming and have vacancies are re- 
quested to corfimunicate with the director. 

THE APPOINTMENTS REPORT. 

The general de wor n in trade is severely 
handicapping the Cr in finding employment 
for ex-Service men. The appointments report 
dealt with the work of the branch during the 
nine weeks ended Mth June, 1921. In this 
period 136 ex-Service men have been placed in 
other than industrial employment, being an 
average of 15 per week, which is the lowest 
report for almost two years. In addition to 
the figures given above, employment has been 
provided for eighteen ex-trainees under the 
industrial training scheme; twelve others have 
been retained by their trainers on completion 
of training, and five have started business on 
their own account. This gives a total of 171 
ex-Service men satisfactorily settled in the 
special types of employment dealt with by the 
branch during the period, being an average 
of nineteen per week. The total number of ex- 
Service men placed in such employment since 
the lst of January ‘ast is 534, being an aver- 
age of over twenty per week. 

Mr. Campbell stated as a matter of interest 
that some 20,000 vacancies had been filled by ex- 
Service men direct from the Employment Ex- 
changes in Ireland since the armistice. 

Owing to the large amount of unemployment 
existing in the city it has been found impossible 
to establish local trade advisory panels repre- 
sentative of the various skilled trades, and the 
necessity for their assistance and advice in the 
training of men is keenly felt. The end of the 
coal stoppage should result in a steady increase 
of employment in various industries, and with a 
return to more normal] conditions and the need 
for skilled labour which is likely to arise in 
several trades, the training scheme affords an 
opportunity to employers of supplying their re- 
quirements, and, at the same time, helping in 
the re-settlement of ex-Service men in civil life. 
The support of every employer is earnestly re- 

uested in providing training vacancies for 
Gan disab men.

Dr. Addison has had a rather curious 
political career. He entered the House in 
January, 1910, and first came into pro- 
minence as a critic, from the medical 
standpoint, of the National Insurance 
Bill. Mr. Lloyd George succeeded in con- 
verting him into one of its strongest sup- 
porters, and thereafter had no stronger 
personal adherent. When the Ministry of 
Munitions was started in 1915 Dr. Addison 
became its Parliamentary Secretary, and 
when his patron became Prime Minister in 
December, 1916, he became successively 
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Minister of Munitions, Minister 
construction, President of the Local 
Government Board, Minister of Health. 
and finally Minister without portfolio. He 
is a hard worker, but has no outstanding 
Parliamentary gifts. It is expected that 
he will now join the “ Wee Frees.”’ 

When the excitement attendant upon the 
statement of Dr. Addison had somewhat 
died down the House proceeded to the 
adjourned discussion on the Colonial Office 
Vote.

SIR HAMAR’ GREENWOOD.

Mr. Lloyd George arrived during Mr.

After discharging then he had 
to see his colleagues, aud to report upon the

ages long a number of disastrous blunders, or 
endless opportunities lost-—let us trust this one 
will not be lost.

ing to-morrow again—(cheers)—and I am cer- 
tain that we both did our best to secure peace. 
(Renewed cheers.) Beyond that it would not 
be wise for me to go at this moment, because 
we have both our difficulties to deal with. 

PRESIDENT HARDING'S INVITATION. 
_ The Premier then dealj with Mr. Harding's 
invitation, which he said they accepted it 
merely with alacrity, but with joy and de- 
light. He was hopeful that it would result in 
a pact of peace that would make the Pacific 
Ocean a really pacific ocean, and that would 
lead to useful and fruitful discussion of the 
problem of disarmament. It did not matter 
what treaties were signed, or what leagues or 
associations were founded, if nations armed 

ainst each other for war war would ensue in 
the end. Therefore, there was no treaty of 
value if it did not Jead to understanding among 
the nations.that they would not use their re- 
sources, wealth, and strength for the purpose of 
davelopgng mechanism for human slaughter 
among th lves.

Why should Liberals attack hmm? What was 
there for Liberalism to quarrel about?

I 
am responsible to the nation-and the Empire 
as long as I stand where I do, but I feel that 
all men of all parties should, like men, remeni- 
ber that the destiny of mankind is in the 
making, drop all trivialities, and help the Prince 
of Peace. is reign is challenged. It is treason 
not to give support at this moment. We are 
eng in one task, and as a Liberal I am 
proud of it—the old task of peace on earth 
and good-will amongst men. I ask all men and 
women throughout the land to help us. (Loud 


cheers.)

RESIGNATION OF DR, 
ADDISON, . 


In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Sir Alfred Mond, replying to Mr. Hodge, 
Major Prescott and Mr. Trevelyan Thomson, 
said that the number of houses built, building, 
und contained in approved tenders under the 
housing schemes was now about 176,000. Under 
the scheme of subsidy to private builders the 
number of houses’ built or to be built was 
estimated at about 23,000. The annual cost to 
the State under the local authorities and 
public utility societies’’ schemes was about 
£10,000,000 per annum, and the amount 
required for payment: of subsidies LO 
private builders was about £5,000,000. In 
view of the immense difficulties confronting the 
nation durivg. and a’ter the war the Govern- 
ment thought that they had no reason to be 
dissatisfied with the seule of their contribution 
to the housing problem, a contribution, not- 
withstanding the grave ‘embarrassments of the 
war, without precedent in our history. The 
Government was under its housing schemes per- 


forming at great cost a work of supreme 
national importance, which private’ enterprise 


could not carry out. At the present time the 
houses which were being built or were to be 
built under the Government housing echeme 
would utilise all available labour for at least 
twelve months, including a considerable number 


of ex-Service men to be absorbed in the in- 
Justrv. By the end of twelve months condi- 
lions might have changed very greatly. Prices 


might be stabilised, and the considerations upon 
which the Government: action should be based 
might be fundamefitally altered, 
, FINANCIAL CONSIDERATIONS. 

Reconsideration was, moreover, imperative 
when regard was paid to the present fi ancial 
condition of the country. Very grave financial 
difficulties would confront the nation for the 
remainder of the present and throughout the 
next’ financial year, owing to the unpzaralleled 
world-wide depression in trade and the un- 
fortunate industrial troubles which hed 60 
seriously affected both expenditure and revenue, 
The Government had accordingly decided that, 
for the time being at any rate, the following 
limitation must be placed on housing expendi- 
ture. The number of houses to be constructed 
by local authorities and public utility societies 
with Government assistance under the present 
scheme would be limited to 176,000, that being 
the number built, building, or for which tenders 
had been approved, and assistance would not 
be given under the scheme in respect of any 
houses in excess of that number. It would 
appear that on a final examination of 
the present approved tenders some ad- 
justments would be poss'ble to meet cases 
of hardship without execceding this total. 
All expenses in connection with the honsing 
schemes which had already been incurred by 
local authorities, with the approval of the 
Ministry of dealth, would rank for financial 
assistance under the present schame, which 
limited the liabilixy of tocai authorities to the 
produce of a penny rate, and where work 
undertaken by local authorities,. with ‘the 
approval of the Munstry of Health, could not, 
for reasons outside the control of the authori- 
ties, be completed by July, 1922, the time for 
completion would be extended by the Ministry 
as mignt be necessary. 

rKiVArte BUILDERS. 

As regarded the scheme of subsidy to private 
huuders, the powers teken under the recent 
Act wotild be exercised to the extent of making 


payment in full for houses completed within 
the tuur months aiter the cxpiration of tne 
previous Act—that Was, by Apill 23 last— nd 
additional houses would be supsidised only it 
began before July 1, under a certificate or the 
promise by a local authority of a certiiicace. 
there would be cases im winch commitments 
had ween entered into, although constructiou 
had not actually begun in anticipation of the 
continuance of the subsidy. in order to meet 
these cases he would, in the exercise of his dis- 
cretion, pay the subsiay wher, commiments 
had been eitered into If work was started with 
in sik weeks of the present date.

About a year ago he was sub- 
ject to considerable pressure from many quar- 
vers, the Prime Minister included, to make the 
most rapid progress possible, especially in re- 
gard to housing. This pressure arose because 
abundant inquiries had established the fact 
that the cessation of house-buiiding during the 
war and its diminished progress for some years * 
previously had rendered even more deplorable

to be reduced to the utmost possible extent~ 


No further subsidies, with a few exceptions, 
were to be granted to private builders who 


had begun to build before July 1. It was 
known that there were at least 100,000 im- 
habited houses which were unfit for human 
habitation. 

THE SPEAKER INTERVENES. 


The Speaker said that the. right hon. gentle- 
man had not submitted this to nm. 

Dr. Addison, resuming, said that the decision 
reached by the Government violated the plain 
intention of Acts of Parliament. Apart from 
existing building contracts, it brought the 
whole scheme of operations of local authorities 
and the policy which he was recently put under 
such pressure to promote to an abrupt end, 
and would be widely, and, he thought, rightly, 
regarded as a breach of faith on the part of 
the Government. The precipitate abandon- 
ment of an effort so essenta® to the national 
restoration would not promote economy. He 
regarded it,as a betrayal of the solemn pledge 
to the people and of the obligations to local 
authorities. Under the circumstances he was 
compelled to resign his position in the Govern- 
ment, in order to devote himself to the prom >- 
tion of those things that he regarded as essen- 
tiat to the well-being of the people, and the 
limitation of those less urgent enterprises 
which stood in the way of their achievement. 

Mr. Chamberlain said that in the unavoidable 
absence of the Prime Minister he hoped that 
the House would permit him to express in a 
single sentence the gratitude of his colleagues 
to Dr. Addison for the help that he had given 
them in a difficult work in difficult times, and 
their regret that he had felt it his duty to 
sever his connection with them. 

Replying to Mr. Clynes, Mr. Chamberlain 
said the housing policy of the Government 
would be discussed next Thursday.

In Committee of Supply in the House of 
Commons yesterday, on a vote of £529,104 for 
the Colonial Office, 
Mr. Asquith raised a discussion on the posi- 
tion of affairs in the Middle East. Mr. 
Churchill had said that in his recent statement 
he presented the position in a hopeful light, 
but his hopes depended on a number of assump- 
tions that were yet on the knees of the gods. 
Ii was an opportune moment for the House to 
vohsider on what general grounds, either of 
obligation or policy, our obligations in regard 
to the Middle East were based. Mr. Churchill 
had said that our obligations were those of 
honour. Our obligations in regard to Mesopo- 
inmia ¢ould only be derived from one or all of 
three sources. First, the fact that we were 
in military occupation of the country; secondly, 
that we had entered into duties and responsi- 
bilities and promises under the Treaty of Sévres 
and the mandates issued in pursuance of that 
treaty; and, thirdly, that we had given pledges 
to the inhabitants of Mesopotamia. As to the 
first, we were in military occupation of large 
territories at the time of the Armistice from 
which we had since retired without loss of 
honour. The other two were more serious and 
disputable propositions.

THE TREATY OF SEVRES. 

As to the Treat: of Sevres and the 
mandates issued under it, the treaty had 
never been ratified, and it was no 
part of the public law of murope or tue worn. 
Any mandate, therefor leanusd under the 
Treaty had nothing more than a purely provi- 


sional: validity, and we had no ‘egal! title of any 
kind under international law in Mesopotamin. 
As to our pledges to the mhabitints, Sir 
Stanley Maude when he entcred Bagdad told 
the people that the British Army had come, not 
as conquerors, but as liberators. The only 
pledges that we ever gave was his, and u 
was to the effeci that we went there to free the 
people from their secular oppreesor, the Turk. 
Nothing in anv assurance given by any acere- 


dited represenvaiive bound us in the least 
degree to the continued occupation of Meso- 
potamia. 
BRITISH INTERESTS. 
As to our interests in the country. ihe 


potentia! material resources of the country wes 
one of the most disputable prop:sitions in the 
whole range of economic specutution. We did 
not go there, and we would not remain on th: 
chance, that we might sooner or later find a 
profitable feld for the exploitation ot the 
country m the interests of British capital. Nor 
had we any strategic intercst to serve by re- 
maining there, He agreed tnat it wouk 
€ a good thing if 4 perm anent 
Arab administration could be get. up in 
Mesopotamia under the Emir Feusil, who was 
the Government s candidate, and to whom they 
had yiven the coupon. (Laughter.) But ofi- 
cial countenance of this sort entailed in¢ccfinite 
obligations, which micht have to be reJeemed 
at the cost of the British taxnayer.

Other new clause matters were disposed of, 
and only the schedules remained.

with his back to the Bench, mercly nodded his 
head,

STRANGE STORY OF A 
TELEGRAM. 


CHARGE AGAINST A DUBLIN

charged with having forged a telegram in the 
name of another horse-dealer, Christopher 
Roche, Haddington road, to Major Delphi, of 
the Belgian Horse Commission at “na con- 
taining the words, “‘Showing Dutch Govern- 
ment horses next month; unable to show you 
horses this time.”

Mr. Carrigan, K.C. (instructed by the Chief

Friery) appeared for the defendant. 

Evidence was given as to the sending of the 
telegram by the accused man, who was accom- 
panied by a boy. Kenny appeared to be ner- 
Mae and shaky, as if under the influence of 

rink. 

Christopher Roche said that he had a com- 
mission for 150 horses for the Belgian Govern- 
ment. He had an order from the Dutch Go- 
vernment, but it was cancelled, 

Detective-Sergeant Mannion deposed to ar- 
resting Kenny at the Phonix Park Races, and 
he said that he had sent a letier to the major 
asking him to come and see the horses at 
Raheny. The witness produced the letter, 

Mr. Healy, for the defence, said that his 
chent was one of the most. respectable men in 
the horse trade, but, unfortunately, he had a 
brother who was not of the same standing, and 
the accused man was now the victim of that 
relationship. 

Mr. James Henry, who acted as the defen- 
dant’s family solicitor, said that not a single 
word of the telegram was in Kenny’s hand- 
writing. 

Mr. James Heron, bank official, also said 
that it was not in the defendant’s handwriting. 

Mr. Joseph Mooney said that he had relations 
with Kenny for thirty years, and he was one 
of the most respectable customers that he ever 
had. It was incredible that he was under the 
influence of drink in the way described. There 
was a strong family 1esemblance between him 
and his beothes, who lived in Newry. 

Mr. Kilbey, managing director, Four Courts 
Hotel, gave similar eviderice. 

A witness for the prosecution, on being re- 
called, said that he had no doubt that the ac- 
cused man handed in the telegram. 

Mr. Healy said that the brother of the defen- 
dant left his hotel gos Maye morning, knowing 
that he would be cal upon to attend the 
Court. 

The Recorder, in discharging the jury, and 
adjourning the trial until October, said that Mr. 
Friery should have the subpoena served by a 
process server on the brother of the defendant, 
and if the summons was not obeyed he would 
take a strong view as to dealing with a person 
who did not come up on subpoena. It was only 
fair to the defendant that his brother should 
be produced. It was a serious case.

MILITARY SERGEANT ATTACKED. 


CHARGE OF ATTEMPTED 


MURDER. 


At a Courtmartial held in the Courthouse, 
Kilmainham, Dublin, yesterday, Robert Butler 
and John Richmond (otherwise John Richmond 
Church) were charged with having on the night 
of the 18th-19th April, with other persons un- 
known, attempted to murder a sérgeant of the 
Royal Garrison Artillery by shooting at him; 
with having wounded him; with having en- 
dangered his life by discharging firearms; and 
with having taken part in an unlawful as- 
sembly. 

The accused men pleaded not guilty to all 
the charges. 

The Prosecutor eaid that the sergeant of the 
Royal Garrisoy, Artillery was residing with & 
man and his wife as a jodger, and was engaged 
on special service in Ireland. In the course 
of his duty he had to inquire into the conduct 
of the two accused men. 

A witness gave evidence that shortly before 
midnight on the 18th April he heard a noise 
outside the window of his bedroom in the place 
where he was lodging. He took his automatic 
pistol and went to his landlord’s room. They 
then went to the door, and the landlord asked 
who was there. The reply from outside was, 
“Open the door.” A voice said:—'If you 
don’t open the door we will burn it down,” and 
a voice also said, “ Get the petrol.” The door 
was broken open from outside by the stump 
of a tree. Witness saw three men outside. He 
immediately fired at the man in front of the 
door, One of the men doubled up, and another 
went to his assistance. Witness went outside 
afterwards and opened fire. He recognised 
Butler outside. He had had him under observa- 
tion for two months. Outside a shot was fired 
from the left of the cottage where the men 
had gone. He followed them and fired two or 
three times. Afterwards some of them passed 
the door and fired again, and witness was 
wounded in the left knee cap. One of the men 
was John Richmond Church, whom he had 
known for about two months. 

Other evidence of the attack was given, and 
the case for the prosecution closed, 

Robert Butler, in a statement to the Court, 
said that on the night of the 18th April he 
went to bed about 9.55 p.m. and did not leave 
it until 6.30 a.m. the a con morning. He 
did not belong to any political organisation, 
and had never taken part in anything that 
would disturb the peace of the district. He 
was innocent of the charge, 

John Richmond said that he was in bed at 
11 o'clock on the night of the 18th April and 
was innocent of the charge. 

A witness called by Richmond in his defence 
said that between 11 and 12 o'clock on the 
night of the 18th April his son and he spoke 
to the accused in the kitchen of witness’s house 
Witness saw the house locked up, and to the 
best of his knowledge the accused was then in 
it, All the windows were barred, and he did 
not think that anyone could break out without 
his knowledge. © place where the accused 
was supposed to have been at 12 o'clock that 
night was about two miles distant from his 
house. 

Butler called a witness, who stated that she 
did not remember the accused having been 
out of the house any night after 10 o clock, 

The Court then closed, 


ALLEGED ROBBERY, 


YOUNG MAN ACQUITTED. 

Edward Gethings, 8 Eden Gardens, Hanover 
square, Dublin, was charged at a courtmartial 
at Kilmainham yesterday with having, on the 
25th May last, while armed with a revolver, 
robbed a private soldier of 12 lettere, two admis- 
sion passes, and two identity discs. There was a 
second charge of larceny, and a third charge 
of having had a revolver, on the same date, 
at the North Circular road. 

The accused, who pleaded not guilty, was 
defended by counsel. 

The Prosecutor said that on the 25th May a 
soldier, who was a patient in King George V. 
Hospital, went out for a walk. He was “ held 
up” by four men, one of whom, it would be 
his duty to prove, wae the accused, who had 
a revolver. The revolver was pointed at the 
soldier, who was searched for arms and taken 
by these four civilians to a house on the other 
side of the Liffey. He was searched and in- 
terrogated regarding bombs, Lewis guns, re- 
volvers, and other things which were at the 
North Dublin Union. The soldier was subse- 
quently released. 

A witness grve evidence that on the 25th May 
he left King George V. Hospital, and when near 
the Cattle Market on the North Circular road 
he was “held up” by four civilians, one 
of whom was the accused, who had a 
revolver, which he pointed at his chest, and 
told him to put up his hands. Witness was 
asked where he was going, and was “ patted ”' 
all over to see if he had any arms. He was 
also questioned <# to where the bombs, re- 
volvers, and Lewis guns were kept in the North 
Dublin Union Barracks. He was taken to a 
house on the South side of the Liffey, and was 
further questioned about bombs, etc., at the 
North Dublin Union. His letters, etc., were 
taken, and on being allowed to go he was told 
that if he said a word about the affair he 
would be a marked man and would be shot. 
He went with a “‘ Curfew” patrol to the house 
to which he had been taken earlier in the day, 
and there saw the accused and his mother and 
sister. 

Cross-examined—It was about twenty minutes’ 
walk from the place where he was “ held up ”’ 
to the house to which he was taken. He met 
a few soldiers on his way to the house, but 
not many. He remembered the date well, as 
he had a newspaper in his pocket. He did not 
see any soldiers as he crossed by Liberty Hall 
between 2 and 2.30 p.m. 

A witness who gave evidence of having gone 
to the accused’s house with the “ Curfew’”’ 
patro] said in cross-examination that the in- 
habitants of the house were not greatly alarmed 
at the raid. He did not ask the accused if he 
was a member of the I.R.A., nor did he 
remember the accused saying that he would not 
be of much use to them with his crippled arm. 
No arms, ammunition, or any of the missing 
articles were found in the house. E 

A witness who had already given evidence 
was recalled, and eaid that he identified the 
accuscd by his crippled arm. 

Counse! for the defence reviewed the evidence 
and characterised the etory as a most impro- 
bable one. The soldier had probably been 
robbed and had to explain it, but he put the 
blame on the wrong man. The accused was 
not a member of the I.R.A., and had never 
taken part in the fighting that was going on. 

For the defence, a witness stated that on the 
25th May the accused, so far as she re. 
membered, did not leave the house until after 
dinner, She saw him with another boy on the 
quay at about 2.30, and he had his tea in her 
house that evening. There was no soldier in 
the house that day. 

Another witness said that on the 25th May 
the accused was watching the Custom House 
fire at about 2 o'clock, ‘There was no soldier 
in his house that day. 

The next witness said that on the 25th Ma 
she prepared the mid-day meal for the accused. 
She saw him in the: house at about 3.30 and 
left about 3.45. There was no soldier in the 
house that day. 

A young man said that on the 25th May he 
saw the accused in his own house at about 
1.20 p.m. They went after dinner to look at 
the fire in the Custom House, and watched it 
until tea time. After tea they again went to 
see the fire, and remained out together until 
- “Curfew ” time.” 

The accused, in a statement to the 
said that everything that the witnesses AS 
defence had eaid was perfectly true. He had 
never seen the soldier referred to until he saw 
him in that Court.

THE MINERAL RESOURCES OF IRELAND. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—As some misapprehension seems to have 
arisen in connection with a statement made by 
Mr. J. H. Gardner, perhaps i will allow me to 
throw some Jight on the subject. Mr, Gardner 
is guite correct in his assertion that, the five 
bores which he mentions were sunk by the 
Artesian Well and Mineral Boring Company of 
Ireland. This work was done at Knocknacran, 
about two miles from Carrickmacross, for a 
prospecting company called the Monaghan Syn- 
dicate, and proved the existence of a large de- 
osit of gypsum. 
: Man á G. Campbell and Sons, Ltd., of 
Inchicore, are also correct in stating that they 
sank five bores near Kingscourt. This firm was 
employed to bore ‘for coal and other minerals 
by the Farney Development Company, Ltd., 
who were rewarded for their enterprise by the 
discovery of a vast deposit of gypsum, situated 
along the Midland Great Western Railway at a 
place called Lisnaboe, in the County Meath, 
about two miles south of Kingscourt Station. 
The deposit, according to a report made by 
Professor H. J. Seymour, of the Department of 
Geology, contains “' at least one million tons.’’ 
It may interest your readers to know that the 
Farney Development Company, Ltd., lost no 
time in securing the mineral rights over this 
property, and have now a factory almost com- 
pleted, which will be capable of producing about 
25 tons of plaster of Paris per day; and almost 
‘1,000 tons of high-grade gypsum has been 
quarried, and is ready for manufacturing. Some 
large blocks of beautifully-coloured Irish ala- 
baster have also been secured, and the whole 
output of this valuable decorative stone will be 
taken over by the Irish Marble Company, Kil- 
kenny. I venture to predict that this will pro- 
bably be the first entirely new Irish industry 
ready to start operations under the happy and 
peaceful conditions which we all hope will soon 
be established in this island of ours.—Yours, etc., 
Jons W. McKerver.

For a large boat-shaped sugar bowl, on oval 
foot, artistically treated with festoon decora- 
tions, and weighing 9) ounces, £7 6s. was paid. 
It was manufactured in 1798 by George 
Wheatley, of Dublin. An elaborately-finished 
tea and coffee service, 85 ounces in weight, 
fetched 6s. 3d. an ounce, and 285. an ounce 
was given for a pair of pierced bright-cut oval 
salt-cellars of old Sheffield make, weighing 23 
An asparagus tongs of Dublin make, 
5 ounces and 10 dwts. in weight, fetched 38s. 
an ounce; and a fine cream ewer, richly ornate 
with scrolls and bird and flower representa- 
tions, weighing 7 ounces 10 dwts., realised 34s. 
an ounce. t was made in Dublin in 1754. 
A pair of plain cups, 26 ounces in weight, with 
harp-shaped handles and beaded bands, made 
in Dublin about 1730, sold for 27s. an ounce. 
The articles of vertu included some magnificent 
pieces of Waterford glass, for which bidding 
was brisk. £10 was given for a pair of old 
Waterford glass water jugs, with hobnail 
cutting; and £6 for an old Waterford compotier, 
with cover and stand, finely cut. A large 
plain table jug, imscribed “ The Lisburn Volun- 
teers, 1782,” sold for £4 5s.; and two fine pieces 
of old Dresden ware commanded £9 and £18 
186. yea ga 5 A gold snake ring, set with 
large oval brilliants, realised £13, and £135 10s.

LAND FORMS AND SCENERY. 


Yesterday at the Summer School of the Irish 
Geographical Association, Dublin, Professor 
Seymour gave his second lecture on “ Land 
Forms and Scenery.” He dealt in considerable 
detail with the action of the sea and of ice in 
the modification of a land surface, and brought 
home very vividly to his audience how a large 
part of the topography of Ireland is dependent 
on earth events of comparatively recent date. 
He concluded by showing some beautiful 
lantern views of typés of scenery illustrative of 
the various natural processes of erosion and de 

Mr. ; oyd Praeger, B.A. National 
Library of Ireland, gave an interesting lecture 
on field work, in which he pointed out the 
difficulties which confront the naturalist when 
he sets out to determine the distribution of 
plants and animals. The problem in its 
initial stage is largely one of choosing boun- 
daries, and for the sake of convenience in dis- 
tributional work in these countries politica] 
boundaries have been adopted, and the forms 
of plants and animals worked out county by 
county. Within each county it is found 
sible to use more natural and scientific 
boundaries. The lecturer gave a graphic 
account of one recent work on plant topo- 
graphy of Ireland for which he was responsible 
and which is! published by the Royal Irish 
Academy. One of the most interesting lectures 
yet delivered in this course was brought to a 
conclusion by reference to the important work 
of the Clare Island Survey, in which the 
lecturer, in collaboration with other naturaliste 
completed an exhaustive survey of that island
